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America Attacked! 
Planes Crash Into World Trade Towers 

NEW YORK/ WASHINGTON (Reuters) - Three 
hijacked planes crashed into U.S. landmarks on Tuesday, 
destroying New York's mighty twin towers and plunging 
the Pentagon in Washington into flames in an unprec- 
edented assault on key symbols of U.S. military and 
financial power. 

Loss of life was expected to be catastrophic from 
the collapse of the giant towers of the World Trade Center 
where some 50,000 people work. The two 110-story 
towers collapsed one at a time in a huge cloud of smoke 
and fire two hours after the initial impacts. 

President Bush called the deliberate aerial as- 
saults an "apparent terrorist attack," and ordered a full- 
scale investigation. Early speculation about the source of 
the attack centered on Saudi-born guerrilla leader Osama 
Bin-Laden. 

Bush cut short a visit to Florida and rushed back 
to Washington to face the greatest crisis of his young 
presidency. 

New York Mayor Rudolph Giuliani said there had 
been a "horrendous number of lives lost" in the assault on 
his city. 

The attacks, the worst on the U.S. mainland in 
modern history, plunged the country into chaos and

panic, paralyzing communications, forcing the evacuation 
of key buildings, closing markets, schools and even theme 
parks. Sirens screamed as terrified people rushed through 
the streets seeking safety. 

As international flights were diverted to Canada, 
the Federal Aviation Administration shut down all flights 
in the United States and said it had yet to account for a 
number of planes. 

Palestinians in the occupied West Bank and 
gunmen at refugee camps in Lebanon fired into the air to 
celebrate news of the attacks. 

Hospitals in New York were overwhelmed with 
patients as a massive cloud billowed into the blue skies 
over Manhattan where the city skyline had been dramati- 
cally and permanently altered. 

"Hundreds of people are burned from head to 
toe," said Dr. Steven Stern at St. Vincent's Hospital in the 
Greenwich Village neighborhood of lower Manhattan. 

"The whole of lower Manhattan is coated in half 
an inch of dust," Reuters reporter Daniel Sternoff said. 

The attacks forced the evacuation of all govern- 
ment buildings in Washington, including the White 
House and other tall buildings across the country, cut cell 
phone communications on the East Coast and grounded 
all commercial planes in the United States. 

World leaders expressed shock and horror and 
foreign financial markets fell sharply on news of the 
attacks. The London FTSE index plummeted 5.7 percent, 
while oil prices spiked up by 3 percent. U.S. markets were 
closed. 

Early reports said all three planes used in the 
attacks were hijacked, two of them from Boston and one 
from Washington. It was not immediately known who 
flew the planes and what happened to them. 

The day of horror began around 9:00 am in New 
York when the first plane plowed into the south tower of 
New York's World Trade Center, as thousands of workers 
were streaming into the building to begin their day. It 
opened a huge hole near the top of the building.

hours later, the whole building in which thousands of 
people work, collapsed on itself in a huge cloud of smoke 
and fire. 

TV stations caught the second plane plowing into 
the second of the twin towers, exploding in a fire ball a 
few minutes after the first impact. That building caved in 
about an hour after the first. 

Shortly afterward, a third plane crashed into or 
near the Pentagon in Washington, throwing people off 
their feet inside the building and setting off a massive fire. 

"Life Along the Shore" 
Marion Natural History Explores Watershed 

The Marion Natural History Museum's "Water- 
shed Exploration" and "Life Along the Shore" Programs 
were held twice each this summer. 

During the "Watershed Exploration" Program, 
the students explored the watershed surrounding the 
Sippican River.

Inside the columns are metal reinforcement rods which 
are attached to the roof and the concrete slab below to 
keep the roof from "flying off in high winds," according 
to Mr. Rocha. 

"I'd like to replace the (wooden) columns with 
fiberglass composite columns," Mr. Rocha said. "Inside 
will be a steel post from roof to concrete base, bolted into 
the roof and concrete. The fiberglass columns will go over 
the steel posts ... and is a man-made product that won't 
rot." 

Selectman Denham said the original gazebo 
project was supervised by Bruce Rocha Sr. and the 
Mattapoisett Lions Club some 30 years ago. Since then, 
the gazebo has remained a pet project for the Lions Club 
and its members. 

"It's in need of repair, it's something we have to 
do, and we've deferred it too long," Selectman Denham 
said. "We've either got to fix it or lose it." 

"We've really got to get into it and get it done so 
we can have our band concerts next year," agreed Mr. 
DeCosta. "I think in any good wind storm, we're going to 
lose that gazebo." 

Other needed repairs include replacement of the 
handrails, repairs to the steps, and an upgrade of the 
structure's electrical wiring. Chairman Lambalot sug- 
gested the project could be funded through an upcoming 
Special Town Meeting warrant article. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 7:35 pm.

VETERINARY HEALTH INSURANCE 

My 11 year old Golder Retriever was diagnosed with cancer last 
year. I took him to the Veterinary Hospital at Tufts where I learned 
that chemotherapy could potentially extend his life for almost 9 
months. When I was told that the cost would approach $3,000, 1 
had to choose less expensive and less effective treatments. Is there 
health insurance for pets? 

Yes. There are currently three companies offering health in- 
surance for dogs and cats. The cost is between $200-$300 per 
pet per year. The company that I recommend is Veterinary 
Pet Insurance (VPI) 1 800 USA-PETS) as they have been 
around the longest. The most expensive policies will cover 
annual healthy pet visits. The amount of coverage per ill- 
ness varies with the policy however, 50-90% of your ex- 
penses would have been covered.

The Deep End. Starring Tilda Swinton and Goran Visnjic. 
Directed by Scott McGehee and David Siegel. Running 
time: 99 minutes. MP A A rating: R. At Hoyts Nickelodeon 
and Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth Mall. 

Almost the entirety of The Deep End focuses precisely and a 
little obsessively on one event: the concealment of a corpse, and 
the aftermath. It's all "What a tangled web we weave." What sets 
the movie apart is the dynamic between the lead character, 
Margaret Hall (Tilda Swinton), and her son Beau 0onathan 
Tucker), a musician in his late teens. Beau is gay, and has been 
hanging around the sort of predatory older men that make a 
mother nervous; you feel Margaret would be okay with his 
sexuality if he practiced it more prudently. As the movie begins, 
communication between the two is already at a standstill: he 
resents her questions, and she, not wanting to push the boy away, 
tries hard not to ask them. 

All of this is fertile ground for either a thriller or a drama; The 
Deep End, written and directed by Scott McGehee and David 
Siegel, attempts to be both. One of Beau's mates, a sleazy loverboy 
(Josh Lucas), turns up dead on the shore one morning. Margaret, 
assuming that Beau killed his lover during an argument, takes the 
body far away and anchors it down in shallow water (probably 
about 10 feet). The film slows down so that we process every step, 
every awkward development. For long stretches there'sno sound 
except the soothing waves lapping the shore. Each lap seems to 
drive the reality of the situation home a little deeper. 

The Deep End is a tasteful and accomplished work, respectful 
of details and ornamented with a heroic performance by Tilda 
Swinton, whose Margaret has to get on with mundane daily life 
despite this incident and often seems close to cracking. You 
almost want to hear no more about the corpse — you want the 
movie to become about how Margaret and Beau will now interact, 
circling each other warily to see what the other knows, and we do 
get a bit of that. But their failure to communicate serves only to 
explain why certain things aren't said at certain points, and there 
are a few too many scenes that bring interruptions at the worst 
time. 




The corpse is recovered, and Margaret must now deal with 
a new wrinkle: a mysterious man, Alek (Goran Visnjic), seems to 
know a lot about the relationship between Beau and the dead 
man, and he wants an impressive sum of money in exchange for 
staying quiet. Alek is not what he seems, though, and in the 
person of ER hunk Visnjic he seems to come off as a heavy only 
as a formality; the women in the audience may hope for, and 
probably expect, a change of heart. 

Margaret sets about scraping the money together, and we 
have to watch her do that for a few scenes. Other things happen, 
further complicating Margaret's agenda — the movie could be 
called Bad Timing. The plot — based as it is on a novel (Elisabeth 
Sanxay Holding's The Blank Wall) over 50 years old — begins to 
creak. The writers-directors get as much mileage as they can out 
of the curving roads and placid waters of Lake Tahoe, around 
which the action is set. Swinton gives us a harried, unglamorous 
woman until a key scene near the end, when she finally puts on 
some makeup — possibly to appear more attractive to Alek — 
and nearly pops out at us (she's even wearing a red overcoat). 

The denouement is perhaps best not discussed, and not only 
to avoid spoilers. A second heavy (Raymond Barry), one of those 
looming foulmouths you expect to meet in movies less classy than 
this, enters the picture and brings a stale waft of B-movie air with 
him; for a while, the movie plays "Good Cop /Bad Cop" (it's 
never clear whether the men are corrupt detectives or not). The 
climax slides into cheese — tactfully directed cheese is still cheese. 
The Deep End is finely crafted but more than a little overrated, 
perhaps understandable at the end of such a summer as the one 
we've just had. Critics may be eager for any movie that gestures 
even slightly towards autumn's promise of adulthood. See it for 
Tilda Swinton, and for the quietly accusatory sound of the waves 
flirting with the shore and retreating.

VISA 
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When Tragedy Strikes

We all have those indelible memories of where we 
were when first hearing about a sudden, shocking 
tragedy. The day President John F. Kennedy was shot 
... later the assassinations of his brother Robert and 
civil rights leader Martin Luther King, Jr. ... the 
shooting of John Lennon ... or even the more recent 
Oklahoma City bombing. 

But I'm going to predict that the galvanizing 
events of this past Tuesday morning will leave a far 
more lasting impression in the minds of Americans 
and all people worldwide than previous tragedies. 
What at first was casually reported as a lone plane 
crashing into one of the World Trade Center towers in 
New York City soon escalated into a deliberate, pre- 
planned terrorist effort in which a second aircraft 
slammed into the other World Trade tower and a 
third hijacked plane made a similar suicide mission 
on The Pentagon. 

As the events unfolded throughout the day, it 
soon became readily obvious that this was to become, 
to quote news anchor Peter Jennings, "an 
unprecedented national tragedy." By noontime 
Tuesday, the FAA ordered all flights in the United 
States grounded and many high-profile state and 
federal buildings were evacuated and closed for fear 
of similar attacks — including all state and federal 
office buildings in Boston. 

I could perceive a palpable sense of dread and 
doom looming over everyone Tuesday afternoon as 
more details were 
revealed about this 
apparently well- 
orchestrated terrorist 
effort. It's frightening 
to think that even a 
handful of maniacal 
zealots could manage 
to effectively shake 
the foundations of 
America and pose a 
serious threat to our 
usually safe and 
comfortable way of 
life. But it's also a 
stunning cold-splash 
of reality that serves 
to remind us we're 
not alone on this big, 




blue marble ... and 
sometimes we're also 
an easy target for 
political terrorism. 

This particular 
incident also literally hits home when you think 
about the two New York bound planes which were 
reportedly hijacked from Boston's Logan Airport 
enroute to Los Angeles and were ultimately used as 
weapons to destroy the landmark twin World Trade 
Center towers. I'm sure many people reading this 
have taken flights out of Logan Airport and may now 
feel hesitant about future airline ventures from 
Beantown. 

Having grown up in the relatively "safe" post- 
Vietnam, pre-Gulf War period, I've never really 
experienced the full-scale fear of international 
terrorism or warfare to which past generations were 
readily exposed. I can vaguely recall some measure of 
trepidation when the Gulf War images first flashed 
across my TV screen via CNN and thinking that this 
was my first encounter with such an experience. 
Thankfully, that conflict was soon over and resulted 
in few American casualties. 

But sitting here now and watching the news 
reports trickle in from New York City, I can't help but 
feel a pang of sorrow, followed by a sudden stab of 
fear that this type of devastating attack against the 
United States could only yield one thing: retaliation 
and. war. Right or wrong, this would be a logical 
assumption and an understandable reaction given 
the colossal loss of innocent lives involved. But that 
doesn't make it any easier to swallow. 

This violent, cowardly act is just the type of spark 
to touch off a powder keg of blame and finger-pointing. 
And I'm afraid we're not going to be able to sit safe 
and sound in the comfort of our homes for the 
immediate future. 

That said, I think the stunning, unexpected events 
of Tuesday, September 11 are going to remembered 
for a long time to come ... and they may even mark the 
beginning of a new era in the United States — which 
is certainly destined to seek retribution for the lives 
lost. Some have already made comparisons to the 
1941 attack on Pearl Harbor, which led directly to the 
United States' involvement in World War II. 

"A date that will live in infamy. " 

Indeed.
